and his excellent drawing won more and more 
followers. His cartoons, reprinted widely, were 
internationally recognized as dynamite in combating Nazi propaganda in 
Mexico. Today he has his country’s complete support.

He is the 14th child of a coffinmaker in Agua Caliente. His first drawings 
were on coffin boards, and he used to take his sie coffin handy.

Singapore goes under siege; arrival of first U. S. troops in North Ireland arouses ire of Eire 


Last week the Battle of Malaya ended, the Battle of 
Singapore began, In less than two months an esti- 
mated 100,000 Jap soldiers had advanced down the 
supposedly “impenetrable” swamps, jungles and 
mountains of the Malaya Peninsula, $50 miles long. 
‘The tin, the rubber, the palm-oil plantations were 
now in their hands. 

“For nearly two months our troops have fought an 
‘enemy who has the advantage of great air superiority 
and considerable freedom 
‘of movement by sea. To- 
day we stand beleaguered 
in ourisland fortress,” said 
Lieutenant General Arthur 
E, Percival, commander of 
the Singapore garrison. 

Only a half-mile-wide 
body of water, whose cause- 
way the British blew up, 
separated the 750,000 peo- 
ple packed on the14-b 
mile island from the Japs. 
land has two reservoirs, 70% of its 
water normally came from a Johore reservoir which 
the Japs captured on the Malayan mainland, Enemy 
planes, shuttling back and forth from bases a few 
miles away, were commencing to raid Singapore hea 
ily. Local police, wardens and volunteers did yeo- 
man’s work clearing the torn-up streets and shat- 
tered homes of Singapore's polyglot population. One 
Englishman, having undergone a transfusion, proud. 
ly boasted that a pint each of Tamil, Mal 
nese blood now flowed through his veins. 

While ships bringing food, supplies and reinforee- 
ments to Singapore may be able to run the gantlet of 
Japanese planes—as one large convoy did last week 
when a rainstorm suddenly hid it from view as 60 Jap 
planes appeared overhead—the job of provisioning 
Singapore is more difficult than Sevastopol or Tobruk. 

With Malaya now written off as temporarily lost, 
the Allies must make every effort to save Burma, next 
British possession north of Malayaand the only gate. 
way through whieh U. id can reach China. Last 
week as the British evacuated Moulmein, immortal- 
ized by Kipling, a Jap army was only 100 miles “crost 
the bay” from the capital and port city of Rangoon.

Pre- 
mier Eamon de Valera’s Government snarled that 
this meant that the U. S. recognized the “Quisling 
government” (Britain) which had illegally divoreed 
Northern Ireland from Eire. The arrival of troops 
threatened Irish neutrality, was a move to force Eire

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to give bases to the Allies. Though the arrival had 
been an open secret among the Axis embassies which 
still function in Dublin, De Valera complained that 
he had not been consulted about the force. He would, 
he said, have objected anyway. If the Allies wanted 
Eire well defended, Eire declared they should give 
arms and munitions which Irishmen would use to 
ward off any invaders, including, it was made per- 
fectly plain, British or American invaders. 


General Winter's Advanes. Last week there was news 
of new Russian victories. Marshal Semyon Timoshen- 
ko, one of the truly great generals of thi 
ered 62 milesin ten days in the northeastern U!

THE SEA BATTLE OF MAKASSAR STRAIT 


Iast week the people of the United Nations followed 

with mounting excitement the Battle of Makassar 
Strait—amodern kind of sea engagement that may rank 
in results with Jutland and Lepanto. ‘The details of the 
action are diagrammed above. The Japs assembled in 
the Celebes Sea a great armada of perhaps 100 ships. 
‘They carried probably 100,000 Jap soldiersand included, 
cruisers, destroyers and at least one aircraft carrier. The 
transports had come all the way from Japan, the war- 
ships from the captured Philippine base of Davao. The 
convoy’s job was to land men at the south ends of Bor- 
neoand Celebes, preparatory toanall-out jump toJava, 
heart of the United Nations’ defense. Land soldiers, 
transported by sea, were to take air bases, Then Jap 
bombers from these bases would strike across the Java 
Sea to prepare the way for another landing. 


On Jan. 28 the huge Fleet poked into the north end 
of Makassar Strait. It was hit at once by American- 
made bombers flown by Dutchmen. It was hit again on 
the night of Jan. 24 by destroyers of U. S. Admiral 
Hart's Asiatic Fleet, now based somewhere on Java. 
Day after day, Dutch and U. S. bombers, Dutch and 
U. S. submarines, U. S. cruisers and destroyers took 
turns pasting the Jap convoy. By Jan. 28, at the most 
conservative count they had sunk 13 ships and dam- 
aged 18 more, drowning thousands of Japs. One of the 
earliest attacks may have hit the aircraft carrier, so 
that the Japs had almost no air protection. And they 
had left far behind the only other fighter bases they 
had captured, at Tarakan and Menado. They presently 
put in at Balikpapan, whose airport and oil wells the 
Dutch had thoroughly messed up before retiring to the 


outskirts to fight. This was halfway down the strait, 
but the worst of it—the narrow reef-hordered channel 
cast of Little Paternoster Islands, where dodging is im- 
possible—was still to come. 

‘The Jap convoy, stumbling on, was now forced to 
reduce speed to below 9 knots. Even at that speed they 
should long since have reached the Java Sea, but they 
were probably trying to take care of their cripples, Some 
observersestimated that the armada was down toabout 
60 ships. The losses of the United Nations had been fan- 
tastically light. 

From the United Nations’ base on Java, at the low- 
erleft corner of the map, Allied hopes rose that Dutch 
and U.S, planes and warships might be able to stand 
off the Japanese by such hit-and-run tacties. And each 
day gained made eventual reinforcement more certain. 
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For one full month General MacArthur and his small but 
heroic Army have held off the heavy Japanese ossoult on 
Botaon Province. In this last stronghold, where he retired 
with his Army late in January, yielding all his boses ex- 
cept Corregidor ond the other fortress islands ot the 
mouth of Manila Bay, he has tuned back Japanese 
troops who outnumbered him six to one. General Mac 
Arthur chose his stronghold well. Bataan, shown in the 
map at right, is @ mountainous, heavily wooded penin- 
sulo, ilkadapted to mechanized warfare. It offers great 
obstacles to the Japanese in using their tank forces and 
superior numbers of infantry. It affords good cover from 
the superior Japanese Air Force. 

Just before Manila fell, Melville Jacoby, Philippine 
correspondent of LIFE and Time, followed the Army to 
Corregidor. From there he made « trip onto the penin- 
aula with @ U. S. force, and saw the Army in action.

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TORPEDO GOATS STRIKE IN PACIFIC 


U.S. NAVAL HEROES SINK TWO JAPANESE SHIPS IN DARING PHILIPPINE RAIDS 


the first victory won by American surface craft in Pacific 

waters since the formation of a unified naval command fell 
to a small, fast, motor torpedo boat attached to the Asiatic 
Fleet. On the night of Jan. 20 the boat, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant John D. Bulkeley of New York, stole into the mouth 
of Binanga Bay on the Bataan Peninsula. Its mission was to 
attack ships of the Japanese Fleet, busily unloading men and 
supplies to send against General Douglas MacArthur. In the 
Japanese-controlled waters of Binanga Bay the boat’s pres- 
ence was soon discovered. From the dark shore, 3-in. batter- 
ies and machine guns opened fireon the frail vessel. But Bulk- 
cley spun his craft in a tight are, sent his torpedoes smashing 
into the hull of a 5,000-ton freighter, sped out to sea before 
the guns found their mark. 

Six nights later, Bulkeley returned in another torpedo boat 
commanded by Ensign George Cox of Watertown, N. Y. 
‘This time the Japanese were on the alert, but the boat slipped 
into neighboring Subic Bay, evaded protecting nets and 
booms, ran a withering gantlet of fire and headed for a con- 
centration of ships. In a few minutes it roared out to safet: 
after sinking a 5,000-ton supply ship under the guns of the 
Japanese Fleet. For this heroic action, the two officers were 
properly commended by the Navy. 
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The exploits of Licutenant Bulkeley and Ensign Cox were 
probably duc to the foresight and ingenuity of the Philippine 
Army. For months it has been building small Q-boats, pat- 
terned after an English Thornycroft model bought for off- 
shore patrol work. These craft, perfectly suited for attacking 
large ships in shallow, coastal waters, were to be the nucleus 
of the Philippine Navy after the Islands’ independence. They 
have a striking speed of more than 40 knots, come in fast at 
their targets, turn sharply and fire their torpedoes from two 
stern tubes. 

Pictures on this and the following page, showing Q-boats 
on maneuvers, were taken by LIFE Photographer Carl My- 
dans three weeks before the outbreak of war. When war came, 
the craft were undoubtedly transferred to the U. S. Asiatic 
Fleet, given the Navy's designation of PT boats. At great per- 
sonal risk, Bulkeley and Cox proved their worth on the dark 
waters of Binanga and Subic bays. 

‘The two torpedo-boat officers are like thousands of other 
young men in the Navy, ready to carry out orders, no matter 
how impossible they may seem. But to U.S. citizens, Bulke~ 
ley and Cox personified a spirit of heroism asold as John Paul 
Jones. Said Mrs. Bulkeley, when told of her husband’s deed 
expected him to doa thing like that. He's that kind of aman.

LIFE’S REPORTER AND PHOTOGRAPHER VISIT 


THE MONARCH OF YUGOSLAVIA AT CAMBRIDGE

‘or four weeks LIFE carried on formal negotiations with His 

Majesty's Ministers of the Royal Yugoslav Government in 
London for permission to take pictures of His Majesty, King 
Peter, at college. At last a call came through from M. Knezevic, 
Minister of the Court: Would LIFE’s representative please call at 
the Yugoslav Legation, 41 Upper Grosvenor Street? LIFE’s repre- 
sentative would. I hotfooted it over to the Legation and was ush 
into an attractive, ornate living room where an open fire burned in 
the grate. 

Knezevic read mea formal declaration of an appointment: His M 
esty, King Peter of Yugoslavia, would be graciously pl 
ceive LIFE’s Photographer David Scherman and Reporter Lael Li 
at one o'clock the following Tuesday. His Majesty would await us

We arrived at Clare College at 12:58. At the porte 
A tall man waited co escort us to the King. Into one of 
Cambridge's ancient courts, through a dark entrance marked First 
Aid Post, up two flights of creaking wooden stairs we were led to a 
doorway marked Peter of Yugoslavia, across from a doorway marked 
Johnson and Billings. We walked into a smallish, very old room with 
a slightly sagging floor. Our escort immediately disappeared. King 
Peter, looking very much like -old undergradu 
flannels, a blue sweater and a brown tweed coat, shook hands with 
us.

The only articles of furniture that weren't timeworn and obyiously 
college issue were a huge radio, with the CBS and NBC wave lengths 
inked on a piece of tape beside the dial, and a phonograph.

All classes are in the morning. In the afternoon he's apt to be 
busy with king business.

and a sense of great responsibility. No cabinet decision is valid with- 
out his signature. And his signature is not to be had by sticking 
papers under his pen. He has a mind and a will of his own and he's: 
not in awe of older men. He's sure of one thing: Uncle Paul did a 
lousy job.

His ideas on government are clear and intelligent. We asked him 
about his plans for after the war. Did he intend to have a parliament? 
He said, ““Say, what do you think I am?" indignantly. We apolo- 
gized. We meant—how soon and how elected, He explained that 
it was impossible to plan details now. “We don't know what will 
happen or just what the people will want, Bue we'll get a parlia- 
ment as soon as we can. Perhaps we'll have a two-house system. All 
the laws we make now or during any interim period before we can 
set up elections will have to be reviewed and made valid by the 
parliament.””

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: 


Kings Row 


It catalogs the catastrophes 
and passions of one small town 


Kis: Row is the exact antithesis of the eseapist com- 
edies that wartime audiences are supposed to re- 
quire. But it is a kind of entertainment that has war- 
time appeal because it argues that human suffering is 
not futile when faced with understanding and cour- 
age. Aside from its value as an emotional catharsis, 
Kings Row also tells a peculiarly absorbing story. 

Based upon Henry Bellaman’s 1940 best-selling 
novel of the same name, Kings Row is the chronicle of 
tern town in the 1890's, Its hero is young 
Parris Mitchell whose destiny is to untangle the 
tangled lives of his fellow townspeople by his knowl 
edge of medicine and psyghiatry. 

What gives this Warner Bros, movie its special 
merit is the direction of Sam Wood (Kitty Foyle, Our 
Town, Goodbye, Mr. Chips) and the uniformly good 
acting of a large and partially unknown cast. As Par- 
ris Mitchell, Robert Cummings’ Old World gentility 
contrasts effectively with the brashness of his best 
friend, the town rake, played by Ronald Reagan. As 
Parris’ first sweetheart, Betty Field catches with 
haunting intensity the half-angelic, half-sensual qual- 
a girl whose life is overshadowed by the threat 
s the two doctors of Kings Row, Clande 
s and Charles Coburn contribute portraits that 
are memorable, one for its constrained humanity, the 
other for its sanctimonious exterior hiding a hideous 
strain of sadism. But by far the smartest job of cast 
ing in Kings Row is Ann Sheridan, the oomph star, as 
Randy Monaghan, a capable, common, wholehearted 
girl from the wrong side of the tracks who rises mag- 
nificently above a crushing tragedy.

Australia’ 
growth, like America’s, was geared by railroads and 
even a gold rush (1851). It too trampled overasavage 
nativerace, the Australian aborigine, just asthe Ameri- 
cans did over the American Indian. Finally, in 1901, 
it even got around to imitating the U.S.’s Federation 
of States under a constitution modeled on the Ame 
can. Its legislature is composed of a Senate and a House 
of Representativ

Your Australian does not like to be tied down. He likes, 
tobeon the move, to travel, to go hiking and camping. 
He wants things he can use and enjoy, a house, a gar- 
den, a car, but he has small interest in piles of money. 
He is amazingly impervious to fear—to fear of penni- 
less old age, to fear of his superiors, to fear of the next

world, to fear of the risks of being alive generally. He 
believes in the dignity of hard work, He is a fanatie 
on sports and playing about in the sun, He prefers a 
shower to a tub and, like the American, he gets 
gry when European hotels charge him extra for a bath. 
He has the “boundless and openhanded hospitality of 
the Americans,” which does not inquire much into the 
stranger's social position back home. He likes to know 
the facts and he then acts on them. He is not afraid of 
bad news. He has almost no religious intolerance. He 
gets free and compulsory schooling up to the age of 14. 
All this could as well bea picture of the average Amer 
ican and of nobody else on earth. 

Today the Australians are for the first time in their 
history fighting an invader on their own soil, as Japs 
occupy Australia’s outpost islands. In this hour of per- 
il Australia’s Laborite Prime Minister John Curtin 
wrote: “I make it clear that Australia looks to Amer- 
ica, free from any pangs about our traditional links of 
friendship to Britain, We shall exert our energy to- 
ward shaping a plan, with the U. S, as its keystone.

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NAZI-ROULED UTALY 
HATES THIS WAR 


A FOREIGN AGENT, NOW ON OUTSIDE, REPORTS 


ON ACTIVITIES OF ANTI-FASCIST UNDERGROUND 
by S.K. 


For months little news has come out of Italy. Now, with the U. S. and Italy at war, 
news obout Italy hos been further reduced. Recently, however, the man whose 
photograph appears at the left come out of Italy, where for the last two and a 
half yeors he hos been o volunteer foreign agent spying on the Axis. His face can- 
not be photographed and the initiols S. K. are not actually his. His article which fol- 
lows, on current conditions in Htaly, constitutes an important confirmation of many 
of the rumors which hove come out of that tightly sealed country. This spring Double- 
day, Doran plons to publish his experiences in @ book entitled Agent in Italy. 


r the spring of 1939 I left Diisseldorf for Milan where I secured a job 
as a commission salesman with an Italian silk firm for which I had 
previously worked in Germany. Shortly after my arrival I was eating 
dinner with the fellow roomers in my boardinghouse when the con- 
versation turned to food shortages in Germany. One of my dinner 
partners in particular seemed interested in what I had to say. He was 
Mario Palcini, a 24-year-old medical student who wore the Fascist 
Party button in his lapel. After the others had left, Palcini came to 
my room and resumed our discussion of Germany 

These talks continued for several evenings, until one night Palcini 
told me that, despite the insignia in his lapel, he belonged to the anti- 
Fascist underground. He told me how the underground had wrecked 
two trains and dynamited the roadbed 300 yd. from the Domodossola 
station near the Italian end of the Simplon Tunnel to halt the de- 
livery of German coal to Italian war factories. He revealed how 200 
men were killed and 600 to Soo injured when saboteurs tampered with 
the railroad switches at Torre Annunziata near Naples and how, on 
the day Italy declared war, the workers in the Fiat tank factory 
struck for 24 hours and 50 of them were sent to the mines of Sardinia. 
Then he turned co me and asked whether I would like to join the 
underground. Having done underground work in Germany myself, I 
said yes. Palcini suggested that we meet for dinner the following 
evening 

As we were eating in a nearby restaurant on the following evening 
an agent of the Questura, the Italian police, arrested us. Without any 
lose motion we were taken to a police station, where Palcini and I 
were exhaustively questioned in separate rooms. Suddenly the door 
to my room opened and Palcini was brought in to repeat the incrimi- 
nating statements that I had made during our conversations. After 
Palcini finished charging me with anti-Nazi statements and with 
attempting to join the Italian underground, a Questura official 
announced that I would be executed at 6 a.m 

At 4a.m., however, the door to my little room opened and a man 
walked in and handed mea drink. It was Palcini. “You have nothing 
to worry about,” he said. ‘The official who sentenced you to death 
was himself a member of the underground. So was the Questura man 
who arrested us, We were suspieious that you might be a stool pigeon 
and we put you to this test co see whether you would squeal.” Then 
Palcini led me to the street 

This experience, which served as my introduction to the anti- 
Fascist underground in Italy, demonstrates both the vigilance of the 
underground and the degree to which its members have wormed their 
way into the student organizations and police system of Italy. Ac- 
tually, as I was to discover later, some of the organizations which 
appear most pro-Fascist on the surface are the greatest anti-Fascist 
strongholds. Even one of Mussolini's own cabinet ministers, who 
travels with the Duce to attend conferences with Hitler, often helps 
the anti-Fascists at home. When I left Italy Oct. 7, 1941, a member of 
the Government hierarchy admitted to me that 85% of the Italian 
people were against continuing the war. 

This popular opposition to the war, to Mussolini and above all to 
Hitler crystallizes around two well-organized underground move- 


ments. The first is the opposition built up among the followers of the 
late Socialist leader Giacomo Matteotti, whom Mussolini had assas- 
sinated in 1924. The other is the Communist-Anarchist opposition, 
which consists almost entirely of workers, with a liberal sprinkling 
of cranks and nuts. 

Of the two, the Matteotti group is the larger. Organized into three 
regional zones, it operates three secret short-wave radio stations for 
purposes of communicating between zones. Ie is a quasi “Popular 
Front," whose active members, running into the hundreds of thou- 
sands, embrace beliefs ranging from extreme social democracy to 
aristocracy. High Fascist officials belong to it in secret, it enjoys the 
sympathy of a large part of the police force and, despite their lapel 
buttons and forced cheers for Mussolini, almost all Italian students 
belong to it. In January 1941, when the Government appealed to 
8,000 students of the University of Rome to volunteer for the Army, 
144 students responded. A second appeal, coupled with threats, 
brought forth only 62 more student volunteers. 

The recent prison sentences given the 60 members of the under- 
ground tried in Trieste will neither destroy nor disrupt their organ- 
ization, Although the Government told the public about these trials 
and although the regime admitted that these men had tried to kill 
Mussolini and had blown up three munitions factories, the Govern- 
ment did not dare admit other widespread acts of sabotage. The un- 
derground in Trieste, where the arrests were made, was always the 
least reliable and, because of this, the dynamiting of the torpedo 
plane at Pola, near Trieste, in December 1940 was entrusted to other 
members of the underground transferred to Trieste for the occasion. 
Ac that timeexplosions, originating in the powder magazine and final 
assembly room of the torpedo plant, wrecked most of the buildings, 
killed more chan 300 men and injured between 800 and 1,000 others. 

The anti-Fascist sympathies of the Italian people are growing to- 
day because they hate Mussolini for having sold out their country to 
Hitler. Ialy is no longer ruled by I Duce, buc by Hans Georg von 
Mackensen, the German Ambassador in Rome. Mackensen visits 
Mussolini daily at 11 a.m. They are closeted alone for an hour at 
the end of which time Mussolini's private secretary, Dr. Nicolo de 
Cesare, forwards Mackensen’s demands to the various Italian minis- 
‘One day Mackensen demanded that gocarloads of sweet corn be 
ered immediately to the various German garrisons in Italy. 
Mussolini passed the request along to Giuseppe Tassinari, then Min- 
ister of Agriculture. As all the available sweet corn had already been 
distributed, Tassinari was forced to take back 4o carloads from his 
own countrymen and curn them over to the Germans. 


The Germans run Italy 


What lends force to Mackensen's demands is that they are backed 
the presence of a German '‘army of occupation."* In Italy and 
there were by last October 417,000 Germans. Among these 
were 25,000 Gestapo agents and 12,000 Nazis charged with running 
the Italian railroad system. Although Prime Minister Churchill re- 
cently credited the Germans with having 50,000 soldiers in Cyrenaica, 
their total number in Libya is nearer 180,000. These figures come from 
a member of the German military staff in Rome. 

Treating the Italians like a conquered people, the Nazis have taken 
over every key railroad junction in the peninsula. In Rome the new 
German station manager moved in with a staff of 200. Between them, 
8,000 German industrial experts manage all the important mines and 
industrial plants in the kingdom, Near Tivoli, 30 kilometers from 
Rome, the Breda factory has been adapted co repair Messerschmites 
and Stukas damaged in Libya. Licutenant General Emil (“Enno’’) 
von Rintelen, the German military attaché in Rome, has increased 
his staff to 145 persons. The entire personnel, down co the humblest 
stenographer and including even the cleaning women, were brought 
to Rome from Germany. Only the doorman is Italian. The doorman, 
however, is never allowed inside. 

After my initial stay in Milan I moved to Rome where in due 
course, through my new connections with the Italian underground, 
I was introduced to the military attaché of a foreign power and 
accepted his proposal to carry out espionage on behalf of his country. 
‘As I wished to be my own boss, one stipulation was that I should 
not be paid. 

Espionage today conforms to the new concept of total war. The 
day of the individual agent is passing. The war has become so world- 
wide that hundreds of operatives, working on four or five continents, 
are needed to unwind the threads surrounding any given fact. Infor 
mation that a putsch was being planned by Germans in the Argen- 
tine came to my attention in Rome. 

Working on this news, I decided to try to establish contact with 
an agent of the Axis who interested himself in South American

affairs. He and I became fast friends, that is, he enjoyed lecturing me 
on the genius of the totalitarian governments. I was therefore often 
able to exasperate him to the point where he would mention illumi- 
nating facts to prove my political stupidity. On one of these occa- 
sions, after [had exasperated him with my pretended fears about the 
potential strength of North America, he said: “Look. You haven't 
the slightest idea about the United States. They have more money 
than we, but they have no organization. Their intelligence service is 
in swaddling clothes. We know where to meet our enemics—where 
they're weakest. And do you know where America is weakest? 

This was a good place for one of my idiotic remarks. I thought 
hard and said: "The Canadian border.” 

The Axis agent laughed uproariously. Then he said dramatically, 
“Ic’s the Panama Canal. Already we have airfields and Stukas in cer- 
tain South American countries. The fields were constructed by our own 
men but not near the German colonies in these countries, of course. 
The fields are well camouflaged. The planes were sent through the 
blockade from Spain and are hidden in underground hangars. The 
pilots are already on the spot.”* He then spoke about the Argentine, 
adding, “When you read in the papers three months from now that 
there's a revolution in Argentina, you'll believe what I say.”” 

Three months later the Taborda Committee of the Argentine Con- 
gress, working on information which I helped uncover in Italy, nipped 
the plot the German agent had been talking about, and in his address 
on freedom of the seas, Sept. 11, President Roosevelt announced that 
secret German airfields had been found in Colombia. 


Taking the Gestapo for a ride 


Espionage in Italy is easier, as a matter of fact, than in other 
countries because the Questura is lackadaisical and corruptible. The 
Gestapo operators in Italy are shrewd by comparison. One day I no- 
ticed that I was being followed. In order to identify my shadows I 
went into Pincio Park and took a side path to compel them to keep 
fairly close to me. There were two of them. One was a Questura man. 
That could be told by his overly elaborate casualness, his folded 
newspaper, the cut of his clothes and his stupid face, The second 
man, I reasoned, was a Gestapo agent. He was a big blond fellow 
with military carriage and his clothes were cut in the German style. 
(italian jackets are long. German jackets end above the hips.) 

I spent that day walking around Rome aimlessly and the next 
morning only the German was loitering in front of my door, the 
Italian having already given up the chase. I stayed in bed later than 
usual co help pass the day and when I went out I could not see any- 
one, Greatly relieved, I strolled to a Jatteria (milk bar) where I al- 
ways had breakfast. As I ordered my breakfast a stocky man in a 
brown Homburg sat down opposite me. He ate for a while and then 
coughed apologetically and struck up a conversation. 

In time he switched the conversation to Yugoslavia. I fell into my 
accustomed role of political ignoramus and asked, “Are the Serbs 
really Slavs?” He seemed hurt and asked me if I didn’t read Hitler's 
newspaper the Valkischer Beobachter? “Oh yes,” I said, “but I spend 
most of my time studying singing.”’ “How interesting,” he said, “I 
am very fond of singing too.” 

Ithen invited my inquisitor to come to my singing lesson with me. 
After finishing our coffee, we went to Maestro Agosto Armando's 
studio where I was taking voice lessons as a blind for my undercover 
work. My lesson began. I sang—very badly, as usual. After the les-

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son I led my “friend” to a cafe and talked to him enthusiastically 
about singing. His interest in music evaporated and he drank his 
beer quickly and left. That was the last I saw of the Gestapo for 
some time. 


Outwitting “shadows” 


There are other ways, however, of protecting oneself against the 
prowling of shadows. One day my landlady informed me that two 
men had entered my room. Nothing had been disturbed; even the 
smallest objects remained in place. Yet I knew that the room had 
been searched because of a precaution I had taken. My wardrobe was 
an old type in which the lock on the door was open at the back. I 
bought eight spools of silk and placed seven of them at the bottom 
of the wardrobe beneath the lock. I then manipulated the remaining 
spool so that it fitted into the back of the keyhole. Whoever placed a 
key in the lock would force the eighth spool to drop out of the lock 
and join the other seven innocent-looking spools at the bottom of the 
wardrobe. Before placing che key in the lock, I always bent down co 
sce whether the spool was in place. On this particular evening when 
Ibene down to insert my key, Isaw that the telltale spool had already 
been pushed outof the lock. My wardrobe and room had been searched. 

While there is a special technique to shadowing, there is also a 
special technique to being shadowed. One day, when I was due to 
make a secret journey to Genoa for a meeting of underground leaders, 
the Questura ordered a periodic check-up and placed a shadow on me. 
The man stuck to me all day and when I left to go to the station he 
was still with me 

In order to throw him off, I went to a movie theater whose interior 
I knew by heart. I bought a ticket but, instead of going inside at 
once, stopped at the bar in the lobby for a drink. The purpose of this 
litcle maneuver was to accustom the eyes of my shadow co the bright 
lobby lights before suddenly going into the auditorium which would 
be nearly pitch black, and hence momentarily blind anyone entering. 
When a large group of people went inside the theater I went in with 
them. My shadow followed, but inside the auditorium he was mo- 
mentarily blinded and in that moment I slipped away. Making my 
way to a fire exit, I ducked out into the street. The next morning I 
arrived in Genoa. 

Everyone knows that Italy is war-weary, The Italians, however, 
were weary of war before war even began. I recall standing with the 
provincial party governor of Milan on the Piazza Barberini in Rome 
watching a children’s parade just before Italy entered the war. He 
said wich a bitter smile: “All they can get for their demonstrations 
is children,” 

At noon on the day that Italy entered the war, Party men went 
from house to house with lists of names and ordered everyone to ap- 
pear in che Piazza Venezia at 3 o'clock sharp. A pensioned civil serv- 
ice official named Ferucci living in my building was threatened with 
loss of his pension if he didn’t turn out. 

When Mussolini made his speech announcing Italy's entrance into 
war cheers broke from the crowd, but they were not spontancous 
cheers. Party men were scattered among the crowd with their backs 
to Mussolini and their faces coward their contingents. When the 
cheerleaders yelled, their contingents followed. There was no voice 
of approval except when the Party men cued it. 

As a result of the Italians’ inability to * cake it,”” actual British 
bombing raids have had an effect all out of proportion to their sever- 
ity. Italy is perhaps the one country chat could be knocked out by ait 
raids alone. Naples has been heavily hit. I went there secretly on the 
day after the first British raid. The great oil depot at the submarine 
base in the outer harbor was completely burned out. Later the British 
smashed five of the six great loading cranes which the Germans used 
to hoist heavy material aboard ships bound for Libya. While troops 
are still sent to Libya from Naples, heavy equipment is now sent from 
other ports, including the Greek pore of Patras which the R. A. F. 
bombs occasionally. I also visited Messina, the Sicilian pore which 
the British raid periodically. The first few raids had already damaged 
the freight yards, docks and gasoline depots on the southern shore of 
the harbor. 

The most daring British raid on Italy was the shelling of Genoa by 
units of the British Fleet on Feb. 9, 1941. Rome officially reported 
that 144 people had been killed and 242 seriously wounded. I arrived 
in Genoa two weeks later, however, and discovered that about 400 
people had been killed and nearly 1,100 injured. The train shed of the 
Brignole Station was a pile of debris. The city’s main electric plant, 
the drydocks, the main freight railroad station, the A. N. I. C. gaso- 
line refinery and the boiler plant of the Ansaldo works where tanks 
and airplanes are made were all hit. More than 00 houses lay in 
ruins and the new skyscraper block of five 35-story buildings on the

slope above the harbor was without water because the upper aque- 
duct had been hic. 

Two nights after the British shelled Genoa, British parachutists 
landed near Bari, the southern Italian port from which men and ma- 
terials were being shipped to the Italian Army in Albania, The para- 
chutists blew up the aqueduct and Bari was virtually without water 
for eight days. One of the British parachucists caught was an Italian 
who had left Florence in 1934 and had gone to Australia, where he 
became a naturalized citizen. The Italians refused to acknowledge his 
Australian citizenship and executed him as a spy. As a result of the 
Bari raid a spy scare swept Italy. Soldiers were forbidden to talk to 
anyone in the vicinity of the port and a number of children were 
arrested, Greek agents had been learning the composition and desti- 
nation of Italian troops leaving for Albania through street urchins 
whom they had induced to talk to the embarking soldiers. 

Next to Naples, Turin has probably suffered more damage than any 
other Italian city. The commander of the Turin air defenses told me 
that he did not have enough anti-aircraft guns to make a proper cur- 
tain of fire against bombers. He had tried artificial fog to hide fac- 
tories but his fog machines were antiquated. The Germans have bet- 
ter ones but refuse to lend them to the Italians, He also confessed that 
he lacked night interceptor planes and that the success of British 
raids depended only on British aim. 

Besides secretly visiting bombed areas in Italy to inspect damage 
at first hand, it was possible to pick up much information in Rome. 
One informant who proved helpful was Franz Kerbel, a Czech 
by birth and a strong anti-Nazi, who has run an exclusive jewelry 
store in Rome for 20 years. Kerbel was particularly well-informed 
because he enjoyed the special sympathy of Mussolini's daughter, 
Countess Edda Ciano, despite the fact that Kerbel is no longer a very 
young man.

Another collaborator, whose espionage against the Axis proved 
bis cndaing, Howcver,,was Rudalt Betgiot®. He was'45,yeats old 
came from a wealthy Westphalian family, held a German pass- 
port and belonged co the Nazi organizations in Rome. Actually, he 
was one of the best anti-Axis spies in Italy and, with the help of 
four Italians in the pay of the British, his espionage laid the ground- 
work for the British torpedo plane attack on the Italian Fleet in 
Taranto. 

The Questura got busy after Taranto, executed the four Italians 
and arrested Bergdorff. He was lodged in the Regina Coeli jail in 
Rome. We were anxious to rescue Bergdorff and with the help of Bel- 
lini, an underground leader, we learned that Bergdorff would be re- 
moved from the Regina Coeli prison at 7 a. m. on a certain day and 
that, accompanied by one guard, he would be driven in a police van 
down the Via Alessandro Volta. 

We laid our plans accordingly, and on the morning that Bergdorf 
was to be transferred I met Bellini on the Via Alessandro Volta. Bel- 
lini pointed to a heavy truck parked nearby in which two of his men 
were sitting. Other members of the underground loitered about just 
in case Bergdorff was accompanied by more guards than expected. 
After a long wait a man at the head of the street waved his arm. The 
truck drew away from the curb and started down the street. Soon the 
dark blue police van came into view. The truck gathered speed and 


swerved. There was a grinding metallic crash as the truck hit the car 
and jammed it against a building. 

Tran up and saw that the driver of the van was unconscious. A 
police guard, swearing dazedly, was trying to climb out of the front 
of the van, He got caught in the jagged glass and stuck. Then the 
back door of the van, sprung by the force of the collision, swung 
open. A man jumped out with the agility of a cat and ran to the front 
of the van. Seeing the guard stuck in the glass, he gave him a hard 
swinging blow on the head and the guard slumped down without a 
sound. 

After knocking out the guard, the man raced desperately toward 
an alley and disappeared. But the man was not Bergdorf. Somewhere 
along the line our informant had been misled. Bergdorf was executed 
the following morning

over Libya incagqoiieherical reporsiwas thse Balbo terrane: had 
inadvertently been shot at by Italian anti-aircraft guns while a Brit- 
ish raid was in progress. The truth is somewhat different. The plane's 
motors were sabotaged by the Poligia M. M., but when the saborage 
failed to work in time and Balbo's plane returned to its base and 


descended to land, anti-aircraft batteries opened up and destroyed the 
plane. The batteries were manned by Poligia M. M. 

While Balbo died because he opposed Mussolini's pro-German 
policies, Ettore Muti, general secretary of the Fascist Party, was 
sacrificed to the grafters who cling like leeches to the Fascist govern 
ment. Muti is one of the few veteran Fascists who truly believes in 
the Revolution. Among the Fascist grafters he hated most were the 
Scalera brothers, whom Muti claimed had made a fortune out of cor- 
rupt road-building contracts in Ethiopia, Albania and Libya. The 
Scalera brothers, however, had more power with Mussolini than 
even Muti, and in October 1940, Mussolini ordered Muti into active 
war service in the hope that he would be killed while flying ac the 
front. 

Muti’s first assignment was to fly on a bombing expedition from 
Italy to the American oil refinery on the British island of Bahrein in 
the Persian Gulf. Owing to the tremendous distance of the flight— 
5,200 miles from Italy to Bahrein and back—submarines fitted with a 
special German device were scheduled to meet Muti at prearranged 
spots along the route to refuel his plane, according to informants in 
the Italian War Ministry and a friend of Muti himself. Muti took off. 
On the trip out from Iraly all the submarines met him as scheduled, 
except the last one. Its sailing orders had been canceled at the last 
moment by the Poligia M. M. 

Normally Muti would have been forced to land or crash for lack of 
fuel. The young Fascist leader, however, knew the treacherous po- 
tentialities of his associates coo well; he invariably examined his 
plane personally before every flight and always kept his own special 
mechanic stationed in the hangar. Without the knowledge of the 
Poligia M. M. he had stored extra fuel tanks in his plane before leav-

ing Italy and this extra fuel now saved his life. Instead of crashing, 
after leaving Bahrein he made for Ethiopia and landed safely. Thus 
Muti saved his life and completed what is probably the longest war- 
time flight on record. A few days later Muti was dismissed from his 
post as general secretary to the Fascist Party and is now in Libya 
where he is serving in a minor post. 

Political foresight finished Balbo. Honesty finished Muti. Sound 
military advice finished Marshal Pietro Badoglio. 

tt is common knowledge that Badoglio was dismissed by Musso- 
lini after the Italian failures in Greece, which adventure he had op- 
posed from the start. What is not realized is that after Badoglio was 
dismissed, he refused to remain silent. Finally Mussolini personally 
threatened Badoglio with arrest. That same evening, however—Dec. 
10, 1940—Badoglio condemned the Fascist regime before friends at 
the Caccia Circo, Rome's most aristocratic club. On the next day 
Mussolini ordered Badoglio confined to a villa on Lake Albano neat 
Rome. The grounds are patrolled by guards wearing the uniform of 
the Polizia M. M. and Badoglio is still there 


More ministers leave for the front 


The most recent top Fascists to lose their political heads are 
Giuseppe Tassinari, who shipped the 4o carloads of corn to the Ger- 
mans and who presumably refused to comply forever with German 
demands, and Adelchi Serena, who replaced Muti as general secre 
tary of the Party. A month ago the resignations of both men were 
announced and they too have “‘willingly"” gone to the front. 

An exception among Fascist leaders is Virginio Gayda, Musso- 
lini’s editorial mouthpiece, whose position remains relatively secure. 
Gayda is too bright to believe all the propaganda he writes and he 
admitted in conversation with me, for example, that ‘Italy must 
reckon with the major success of the American armament program,” 
Gayda works at a huge desk in the office of the Giornale d'Italia and 
dictates into an American-made dictaphone. He sees Mussolini daily, 
usually after the German Ambassador leaves I Duce, and together 
they discuss the next day's editorial, Lacer that evening Gayda sends 
one of his three assistants with proofs of the editorial for Mussolini's 
revision. 

While Mussolini has so far been able to do away with his enemies, 
his nerves are on edge and he realizes his power is declining. The 
Palazzo Venezia, where Il Duce lives, has a secret exit on the Forum 
Romanum. The Palazzo Chigi, housing Foreign Minister Ciano, has 
a secret exit on the Via Campo Marzio, Mussolini and Ciano carry 
the keys in their own pockets. 

Mussolini furthermore has his own private air-raid shelter in his 
villa on the Via Nomentana. As one of Mussolini's cabinet ministers 
described the shelter to me, it is a subterranean apartment with a 
bedroom, bath, dining room, parlor, studio, first-aid station and 
sleeping quarters for a butler, valet and cook. Should Il Duce be in 
bed upstairs when an air raid occurs, he has only to press a button 
beside the bed. The bed, with the Italian dictator in i, then slides 
through a folding wall into an clevator which lowers him to the 
shelter. The Pope also has an clevator leading from bedroom to shel- 
ter. His Holiness, however, can reach the clevator only by foot. 

Plagued by political and military disasters, Mussolini has sown 
wild oats for relaxation. Although the Italian dictator is married and 
has had four legitimate children, his present relaxation is Maria Na-

talia Ferroni, a black-haired girl of 16. Mussolini first met Signorina 
Ferroni when she and her 24-year-old sister, Francesca, served on the 
welcoming committce of Brescia when the Duce visited that north 
Italian town. The distinguished visitor took a liking to both sisters 
and installed them in the Sibilla hotel in Tivoli. Later he moved them 
to a villa on Monte Mario in Rome. Last winter, Reder, the furrier 
on the Via Sistina in the capital, showed me a white fox bedcover he 
was making for Signorina Maria. A month later, the 16-year-old girl 
from Brescia bore the Italian dictator a son. 

The Italian people know nothing of this. Faced by shortages of 
food and supplies, they have enough worries already. Last year when 
Mussolini called up several additional classes of reserves and Black 
Shirt militia, most of them had to be sent home again by midwinter. 
There were not cnough winter overcoats to clothe them. 

The first signs of starvation are beginning to appear. At the time 
Italy entered the war, laundry soap and sugar were already rationed, 
one-quarter of each loaf of bread contained cornmeal, there was a 
lack of milk and a shortage of potatoes. Two years of war have not 
helped. The Ministry of Agriculture has confiscated 30% of the cattle 
so that the meat could be sent to Germany. The peasants were in- 
furiated, especially as many big landowners—like Achille Starace, 
former chief of staff of the Fascist militia—were exempted, As only 
the Vatican has sufficient food reserves, a brisk bootleg trade goes on 
between Vatican City and Rome. Detectives patrol the gateways 
leading out of the Holy Sce and from time to time search everyone. 

The dissatisfaction of the Italian people has doubled and trebled 
since the Germans took over their country. In Taormina, Sicily where 
General Hans Geisler, commander of the German Air Force in the 
Mediterranean, and his staff occupy the San Domenico Palace, many 
of the German officers brought along their wives and turned Taor- 
mina into a lively resort, The drinking and dancing (to a Luftwaffe 
band) that went on inside che San Domenico so enraged the half- 
starved townspeople that they attacked officers’ wives. In Rome, 
Iealians refuse to sit next to Germans in the streetcars. Anci-English 
posters are torn down from the walls of larger Italian cities within a 
few hours after they have been put up. 


The Nazis sweat Italian labor 


Besides dominating Italy, the Germans use the Italians and their 
other vassals as accomplices in their own attempt to achieve world 
domination. More than 600,000 Italian workers have been sent to 
sweat in German factories and fields, When the supply of Italian 
laborers for German use neared exhaustion, Ambassador von Mack- 
ensen forced Italian factories to abandon their three eight-hour shifts 
and change to two twelve-hour shifts. 

The Nazis also have curned the Italian diplomatic and secret serv- 
ice into handmaidens for Berlin's dirty work. The money used co 
finance these anti-ally propaganda and espionage groups is the 
American dollar, It is the only currency which commands universal 
respect. The German and Italian navies also buy large quantities of 
dollars on the black bourse for their submarine commanders, who use 
the dollars to buy oil in French and Spanish ports along the African 
coasts. 

In the case of the Italian Navy these oil purchases are vital, as Italy 
lacks oil to supply its own depleted Navy. Ic is the Navy, incidental- 
ly, which is experimenting with propellerless airplanes. There are 
two of these planes, designed by an Italian engineer named Enrico de 
Forlini, Trials of the first plane were conducted at the naval air base 
off La Spezia, but were not very successful. A new model was buile in 
1940, and it was this machine which I first saw in a trial spin at 
Genoa and which was flown over Rome this November. A com- 
pressed-air mechanism gives the plane power, buc as the plane cannot 
make U-turns, its practicability is doubeful. 

The incident which led to my final departure from Italy began or- 
dinarily enough and was connected with the worldwide activity of 
the Gestapo. One day I met a German, dressed as a clergyman but 
with a strangely military bearing, who had applied for a six-months 
visitor's visa to the U.S. He said he was going to the Argentine via 
the U.S. I commented on the difficulty of transporting baggage on 
such a long trip and he in curn complained that ie would cost him 
almost $2,000 to transport his books, clothes and automobile to 
‘America. As the Gestapo was sending spare airplane parts inside false 
automobile engines for German planes secretly based in South Amer- 
ica, Isaid: “If it costs so much, why take along an automobile?” The 
man in the clerical robes did not answer. Within three days he gave 
up his trip and went back to Germany.
